Membership in this school is con- 
tinually increasing. The number of 
students predicted for the 1979-1980 
school year is 4,400. 

New developments are being con- 
structed to house this area’s influx of 
people. One such project is the 
Guinea Road project in Kings Park 
West. This will be finished by the 
summer of 1979. Most of the KPW 
houses will have a price range of 
$78,490-$96,990. 

The second project in KPW will be 
located on Braddock Road, and the 
final project will be on Sideburn 
Road. When Richmarr finishes, KPW 
will be completed. The last three 
sections will contain a total of 286 
homes. 

Other developers are also prepar- 
ing for the influx of people into the 
Northern Virginia area. One illustra- 
tion of this is Burke Center, which is 
being planned by 10 developers. 
Burke Center will include a total of 
1,946 units within the boundries of 
this school. It will include a shopping 
center, an industrial railroad station, 
swimming pools, tennis courts and a 
lake. The community was started in 
1977 and will be finished in 1985.

A record such as this is the dream 
of any school, but last year it was our 
reality. Such a fantastic record can- 
not be ignored. 

Where does one start to describe 
the victories; At the beginning or at 
the point where it all ended? 

Robinson ended the year with a 
victory sweeter than any they had 
previously experienced: a game that 
every player lived for, and up until 
this point, they could not be satisfied. 

The beginning started very in- 
nocently. The football team easily 
ranked themselves in the local “‘top- 
ten,” but after a startling discovery 
and some jumbling around of 
players, Coach Henry came up with a 
spectacular combination which 
allowed Robinson to emerge from 
the local top to the state-wide top. It 
was a long season which ended ona 
chilly December day on a manure- 
filled field. Although the loss was 
heartbreaking, everyone felt grateful 
that we had progressed as far as we 
had. 

The District Championship in Field 
Hockey surprised almost no one for 
Robinson has always been known to 
have a strong team. Many of the girls 
knew how it felt to be champions 
already, and this provided added in- 
centive for them. They advanced to 
the Regional semi-finals where they 
were upset by Groveton in a 0-1 
game. 

The Boys Basketball team got a 
late start as many of the members 
came directly from the football field. 
Fired with enthusiasm carried in 
from the field, everyone was excited 
when we learned we were again 
ranked high in the sport. 

The football-basketball players 
kept alive their dreams for a state 
championship; with every game, one 
could see the competitive spirit 
which radiated from them. Soon, 
every player and every fan felt that 
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the team could battle the odds and 
come home with major victories in 
our second major sport. For the first 
time in the school’s history, we won 
the Regional Championship in boys 
Basketball, (a goal, set by Coach 
Willie Jones, we had tried and come 
close to winning so frequently). No 
one would settle for this though. In 
the UVa. gym, before thousands of 
people, Robinson played in the state 
finals. It came down to the final 
seconds. With a two point deficit, a 
98% foul shooter was at the line in a 
one-for-one situation. After he sunk 
the first shot, Ferguson called time 
out. The pressure was mounting. 
The Robinson side fell silent. He took 
the shot; it barely missed. Initially 
everyone was in shock, then there 
were tears of dissappointment. 

No one, however, felt remorse. We 
couldn’t have wished for a better 
man at the line: he had saved so 
many games before. There were no 
bitter feelings. 

As the boys tallied up their wins, 
the girls were winning more than 
their share, too. In the previous 
season, the Girls Basketball team 
won the first State Championship for 
Robinson ever. 

The 77-78 season provided more 
of a struggle; nevertheless, they 
managed to overcome it. Handily 
winning the Districts, they set out to 
win the Regionals. They soon met an 
obstacle they could not overcome, 
McLean, and quickly ended all 
hopes for matching the State Crown. 

Wrestling has always been a sport 
that has brought honors to this 
school. In the District Matches, many 
wrestlers represented us in the 
various weight classes. Several went 
to the state finals and Jeff Richard- 
son, as a junior, became a state 
champion in the 145 Ib. weight class. 

In the spring, the girls appeared 
with more talent than ever. The Soft- 
ball team surprised everyone by 
appearing delicate but hitting and 
fielding like professionals. They 
dominated the District; they were 
winners. 

Running seems to some to be the 
most futile of all sports. The girls on 
the track team obviously did not 
agree. What each runner meant to 
the team doesn’t show in the 
scorebook: they never gave up. They 
strived to reach “just the next cor- 
ner,” corner after corner. At the end, 
the corners ran out, but first they ran 
as Regional Champions. 

On a warm Friday night, Robinson 
captivated a large crowd with dazzl- 
ing moves which, incidentally, left 
them with a trophy in their hands. 
The Boys Soccer team surprised 
everyone with their District Cham- 
pionship; they had a bad start and 
many thought it would be impossible 
for them to come out of the season 


with anything besides bumps and 
bruises. 

After the Rams took a victory lap 
the fans moved up to the baseball 
field where yet more Rams were per- 
forming. 

The Baseball team which was 
composed of mostly football and 
basketball players was again ranked 
high from the start. The District finals 
pitted us against Lake Braddock, a 
great rival. By the time the soccer 
game had ended, there was only one 
inning left of play; however, a tie after 
regulation play led to three “scary” 
extra innings. AS was becoming a 
habit, the Rams emerged victorious. 

It looked as if these two teams 
(Soccer and Baseball) would give us 
a chance for a state title. Unfor- 
tunately, the soccer team lost quickly 
in the Regionals. The baseball team 
continued on, no game was easy, 
every game led us one step closer to 
the title. Needless to say, the desire 
to win was intense. After all the 
previous sports had failed in fulfilling 
their dream, they still refused to 
become discouraged. The final! 
chance had arrived, nothing was go- 
ing to stop them. After years of play 
and hours of practice, the day of 
reckoning finally had arrived. On a 
fluke play, J.R. Tucker scored a run; 
Robinson lost 2-1. 

The tears were shed freely; the 
players who had come against this 
situation before had endured it. This 
time it was too much. No longer did 
they have another chance, no longer 
could their dreams become reality. 
There was no “next time” no “next 
year.” 

That was how it began, this is how 
it ended. After school was out, there 
was a Legion Baseball team which 
consists of the same players as the 


high school team. They played: 


throughout the summer and battled 
against many of the teams they 
played during the high school 
season. The team remained outstan- 
ding and consistently beat other 
teams. Early in August, they once 
again met J.R. Tucker. This time, 
however, Robinson came out on top. 
The players, one and all, regarded 
this victory as greater than life itself. 
They proved to themselves and 
everyone else that they indeed were 
the champions. 

These are mere facts and 
statistics, events that led to a year in 
the life of a player — a team. These 
were the achievements for which 
each person strived. They will be 
achievements which can be recalled 
by a team of good friends in later 
years.

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With only four juniors returning 
from last year’s Northern Region 
Championship squad, the Boy’s Var- 
sity Basketball Team had a tough act 
to follow.

Mike Tissaw led all scorers with 34 
points, and had 15 rebounds for the 
Rams.

Church, and Chantilly, (where

rebounds) Robinson suffered 
another loss to a pesky Lee team. 

The first District loss for the Rams 
happened as West Springfield. Mark 
Florio, from West Springfield, hit a 
jumpshot at the buzzer to pull it out 
for the Spartans. That game im- 
planted a lot of revenge in the minds 
of the players, so when the time 
came for the rematch to take place 
at Robinson, the team was ready. 
With first place in the Northern 
District on the line, the Rams came 
back from an eleven point deficit and 
outscored the Spartans, 19-2, in the 
last five minutes for a 66-60 win. 

It was the determination and 
teamwork shown in that second 
West Springfield game that the 
Rams proved what kind of first class 
team they were. Chuck Rodger’s 
leadership, Dave Ellison’s 
steadiness, and Mike Tissaw’s all- 
around play inspired the team 
throughout their year long struggle.

We used in- 
struments to measure water 
parameters such as depth, salinity, 
and turbidity. The storm produced a 
lot of wind, spray, and wet bodies. 
Afternoons were definitely WET 
trips. We stomped through the 
marsh observing the zonation of the 
grasses (and each other falling in the 
hidden holes) or waded in the bay 
searching for bottom-dwelling 
organisms. The next day we rotated 
so that each group could try all the 
activities. 

Nights were filled, too. Thursday 
we attempted to identify the 
specimans we had collected. Friday 
we made graphs from the data we 
had from our trip to the dunes. Each 
lab session was followed by what Mr. 
Caughey called “cinema.” The last 
movie was so garbled that we 
recessed early for our party. What a 
party it was! The chaperones worked 
for hours preparing steamed oysters 
and other munchies. 

Some of us were not brave 
enough to try oysters, but those who 
did had quite a lot of fun prying open 
the shells, dipping the insides in con- 
diments of all sorts, and then sliding 
them down the throat as quickly as 
possible. Meanwhile others played 
poker or ping-pong in the rec-room 
that was mostly “wreck.” This night 
very few people were in their rooms 
by the 11 p.m. curfew. Dana 
Buchanan even had a live crab visit 
her bunk.

After a 
thorough inspection by the instruc- 
tors, we headed once more to 
Assateague Island. We had come to 
trust the 1950’s busses which were 
held together only with oatmeal from 
breakfast. This morning we went on 
a bird walk, which was more exciting 
than we had expected. The highlight 
was sighting a bald eagle, a species 
which had not been seen in the area 
for a long time. 

By afternoon the weather was 
warm, as were our spirits. In three 
days we had gotten to know our in- 
structors, from the stern Ellen to the 
quiet but friendly Richard (who 
NEVER got wet). After bidding them 
good-by, we packed (literally) into 
the waiting school bus: There were 
45 seats for 47 people plus baggage.

Three students were given a chance 
to attend The Governor's School for the 
Gifted. The purpose was to give excep- 
tional students a chance to study a sub- 
ject which interested them. The 
sessions took place on a variety of 
Virginia college campuses and lasted 
about a month. Mornings were devoted 
to academic classes, while afternoons 
concentrated on independent studies 
and recreational activities. Evenings in- 
cluded movies, concerts and lectures 
by visiting scholars. 

A second program, based on 
PSAT/NMSQT scores, was the National 
Merit Scholarship Program.

Ninety percent of the semi- 
finalists became finalists: ultimately 
about thirty percent of those won 
scholarships through the program. 

Much wider in scope was the foreign 
exchange program. Robinson was 
home to three foreign exchange 
students. They quickly made 
themselves known by becoming in- 
volved in many activities. Nader, Auden 
and Liz were always cheering 
enthusiastically at sports events, and 
seeming to enjoy the somewhat wild yet 
exciting life at their adopted home.

On a warm fall day, Senior Lilly Powell finds tennis an invigorating change 
from her classes. 
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Growing up. It all seemed so difficult, but in twenty years the 
teenagers of today will be saying, “In my day, things were simple, and | 
was the perfect child.” Maybe this is true; maybe things were simple 
Maybe not. 

Early in August people started thinking “school” again. Freshmen 
eagerly asked their older friends what it was like in high school and 
seniors became anxious, looking forward to, yet dreading that first day 
of school. 

Activities began to start. Football players trudged to the practice field 
twice daily, enduring the intense heat and humidity. They had earnest 
plans of becoming the best team in the country. 

S.R.A. members prepared to welcome the students back. They spent 
hours trying to organize all the fund raising and spirit raising projects for 
the year. 

The yearbook staff met and chose a theme; they jokeingly planned a 
cover: a pink flower in a lime green field being trampled by riotous peo- 
ple. New ideas for exciting spreads were formed; section editors 
mapped out plans for the best ABOVE AND BEYOND ever. Little did the 
staff realize that the Sweetheart dance would be cancelled, that Miss 
Robinson would be held in March instead of February, and that the 
January production would take place in the spring. Blank pages 
appeared from nowhere, causing “perfection” to falter. 

Attempts failed to keep the S.R.A. organized and hopes for a national- 
ly recognized football team dwindled. 

At the time, these were disasters, but thinking back, one realizes that 
they were dreams of what was not to be, and that reality was not that bad. 

For instance, complaints ran rampant throughout the school as each 
room brightened with the help of men armed with paintbrushes. The 
gaudy colors, the pungent odor and the inconvenience of the entire 
situation were objects of scorn. 

The carpeting, torn and ragged, eventually was replaced by softer 
carpeting that moved as one walked on it and locker room tile that caus- 
ed many bruised knees. 

New students registered daily, causing the school enrollment to 
become the highest in the state. Many people were quite proud of this 
distinction. However, for those students who arrived in the middle of the 
year, this was something to fear rather than be proud of. They thought 
Robinson was filled with students who already had enough friends, who 
did not need or want even one more. Within a few weeks, though, these 
students became accustomed to the routine and most had enough 
friends to insure their survival here. 

Like patches on a pair of worn jeans, the carpeting eventually became 
an integral part of the school; people’s eyes became accustomed to the 
colors, and the smell eventually disappeared. Conversations turned to 
more revelant and lively topics. By the end of the year, everyone had 
mostly forgotten that any of it had occured. 

There was, however, that strange, anxious electricity in the air. 
Students and faculty noticed it from time to time; everyone seemed pois- 
ed for something to happen. School spirit almost petered out, and peo- 
ple became intent on life after high school. 

Some of this may have been attributable to the world outside of Robin- 
son. Despite our seclusion, the events of 1978-79 were felt with long- 
lasting impact. Arson left Fort Hunt students without a school. Groveton 
had to go on a split schedule, sharing their's. Farmers armed with slow 
moving tractors purposely clogged traffic as they fought for additional 
government funding. The murder of Leo Ryan, California Represen- 
tative, led to the Jonestown massacre, which resulted in the deaths of 
over 900 people from cyanide poisoning. The overthrow of first the 
Shah's and then Baktiar’s governments in Iran caused the death of 
thousands more. 

Still, since few Robinson students were actively engaged in any of 
these happenings, other events often predominated their lives. 

The history paper, the biology test and the next do-or-die soccer 
game were more important. The worry and fear over these were real. 
They were the things that made each student a student, each teenager a 
teenager. 

Sure, the excitement and interest changed daily. Throughout the year 
it was the football team, English, the softball team, the carpeting, the 
ceiling, the rumors of a teacher work-slowdown, new students, old 
students, applications, term papers and dances. 

Minds were filled with things that, at the time, students truly cared 
about. Students filled the school and the school was filled with
